The Temporary ‘Reserve’ Unit of the 
Shanghsi Municipal Police is ‘a. new 
organization deviaed te meet emergency 
calls in districts .where there. may be 
strikes or riots. The unit may'be called 
to any part of the city by the inspectors 


lin charge of the various stations, where 


its specialized assistance will fe utilized 


to ‘prevent disturbances and . bloodshed, 


Thenimportant fact -in connection with 
the organization’ of the ynit is that alt 
though it was created to put down riots, 
it is so organized and its tactics are s0 


planned that the‘end may be achieved 


without resorting to rifle fre and with- 
out the -resultant” bloodshed. 

A’ representative of the VC. Daily 
News-had the opportunity of seeing the 
unit at. work Inst week ot the Gordon 
Road. Police Station» Under the direc- 
tion of the Foreign .Drill Staff of the 
Police, the unit turned out in about five 
minutes after the signal had been given, 
that it was. wanted. A motor lorry was 
ready, engine tuned up, with a foreign 
constable on its roof, ready for action.’ 
The Chinese. constables were alert,, keen, 
punning to their posts. Usually, a bus, 


arranged .for with the Omnibus Com-’ 


pany, is also in readiness, so that every 

facility is given .to the unit to reach 

the scene of the trouble in the quickest

THE MODUS: OPERANDI, . 

The operution of the unit is.o tribute 
to the efficiency and ability of the Drill 
Staff. ‘The men organize into three 
squads. The first squad rushes at the 
mob, batong) ‘drawn, breaking .into. the 
crowd and scattering it. The second 
aquad rushes into the mélee bebind the 
first and finally along with it, Alling in 
any empty spaces, so that the mob faces 
a wall of Chinese and foreign constables, 
.batons in hand, Bghting their way with- 
out firing at anyone, but disintegrating 
the disturbefs 30. that they can make 
no forward movement. Experience’ has 
shown that few mobs can withstand o 
baton charge of this nature. 

The third squad marches moro slowly 
Lehind, protecting the first and. second 
and ready for any emergency, Should 
the mob show: unasual resistance to the 
baton charges of the first two squads, the 
third might rush ‘in to protect them.

Should anyone in. the mob fire a shot, 
forcing the police to defend themaelves,

SEAMAN’S RESCUE OF HIS MATE. 

The. Royal Humane Society has award- 
ed the Stanhope 
prayest: deed of the year to Duncan 
Souter, a seaman, of Grimsby, who-has 
already received the society's silver medal” 
for the same deed. ‘‘ There was never 
any, doubt as to which action of the kind 
merited this award,” it was stated after 
the meeting “ and the court had not the 
least difficulty in ‘selecting Mr. Souter for 
thehonour.””» On May, \6th, when the 
steam trawler Jua he
